Cambridge people are awaiting with great 
anxiety news from the missing passengers.

Harold Whiting and family. 

Mr. Whiting is a sen of Hon. William 
Whiting, formerly Solicitor of the Treasury, 
and a nephew of Hon. William G. Russell. 
He is also connected with many Plymouth 
people. Among his Cambridge connections 
are Prof. Goodwin and Mr. Hersey Goodwin. 

Mr. Whiting is a graduate of Harvard of 
the’ class of 1877, and was for some years 
connected with the university as instructor 
in physics., He was successful in this. de- 
pariment, and won a great deal of praise 
for the brilliance and originality of his 
work. About three years ago he went to 


-California to accept the position of pro- 


fessor of physics; here again his work at- 
tracted considerable notice. 

Mr. Whiting had just resigned his posi- 
tion in California, and. was returning to 
Cambridge with his wife, a daughter of the 
late Gen. James Dana, and four children. 

He is a man of means and is devoted to 
his scientific work, and followed it for love 
rather than of necessity. Though his work 
was very successful in California, he found 
that it did not give him time enough for 
original investigation; hence he decided to 
return to Cambridge and devote his time 
to private study and work.

Senior Vice Commander Charles 8. Bur- 
rage was in charge of the detail which was 
sent to Mmerson Cemetery to assist Wo- 
man’s Relief Corps No.'20 in this sad service. 
His detail was escorted to the burial place by 
the Sons of Veterans, Camp No. 98, and 
there were also there to aid in the services 
Mary A; Livermore Tent, Daughters of 
Veterans, No: 17. 

There, was singing of patriotic hymns by 
the school children, and then the band 
played a dirge, while the command under 
Vice Commander Burrage was entering the 
eemetery. The Chaplain of the Relief Corps, 
Mrs. Emerson, then offered prayer, and Mrs. 
Wilder, President of the Relief Corps, made 
an address, in which she dwelt upon the 
bravery of the men who went to the front 
when the country was in terrible peril, 
men who asked for no reward, and were 
willing to lie in unmarked graves and lose 
their identity that this grand country might 
live.

Then fol- 
lowed the ceremony of placing the flag and 
flowers in the urn, and a tribute to Com- 
rade James F. Meech of Lynn, who was 
recently mustered out by the grim reaper, 
Then there was prayer by Chaplain Miss 
Callahan of Tent 17, and “America’’ was 
sung in unison and the band played. The 
Rev, W. A. Wood of the City Point M. E.

There was another detail under Quarter- 
master Benjamin F. Drown, which with a 
small body of men decorated the graves 
of veterans in Cedar Grove and Forest 
Hills Cemeteries.

Hon. John F, ‘Andrew, the ex-Congress- 
Man, died suddenly of apoplexy at his res- 
idence, 32 Hereford Street, some time dur- 
ing the night of May 29 in the 46th year of 
his life. With the exception of the ser- 
vants; Mr. Andrew was alone in the house. 

Last week he complained of feeling ill, 
but in a few days apparently entirely re-

covered, and was in his usual good state of 
health. On Saturday last he went to Lan- 
Caster with his two children, and remained 


Over Sunday with his mother, Mrs: N. 
Thayer. He returned to Boston on Mon- 
day, leaving the children at Lancaster and 
feeling much refreshed by his brief stay in 
the country. By Tuesday he had quite re- 
covered. 

“Wednesday afternoon he went down to his 
country residence in Hingham, where he re- 
tained until evening. Coming up to the 
Gity, he dined at the Somerset Club, and 
returned to his city house about 9. He did 
not complain of feeling ill, but before 10 had 
retired, rather an early hour for «wim. Dur- 


ing the night he made no sound, nor did 


he ring the bell which is placed near his 
bedside.

After the prayer Commander Beardsley 
delivered an address of welcome. He said: 
“Comrades, Ladies and Gentlemen—As the 
Commander of G. A, R. Post 200 of Massa- 
chusetts, I take this occasion to welcome 
you all here today. I trust that the ser- 
vices at this monument will impress upon 
your. minds the love and respect the old 
veterans have for their comrades who have 
gone before. It is to impress upon your 
minds that these, the jloyal sons of the 
North, marched to the front to fight for 
the preservation of the Union, and who, 
by their numerous victories won, made it 
possible for. you and yours to be living in 
one of the greatest and grandest republics 
on the face of God’s green earth. 

“And we trust that you will learn_ to 
look upon G. A. R. men of the Civil War, 
not as pension grabbers and scallawags, 
but with honor and respect, as saviors 
and preservers of a free and noble nation.”

And if our comrades and the 
people-in Chicago wish to show their indig- 
nation there is no better way of doing so 
than by staying away from the exercises.”

The Veterans of Dahlgren Post 
Are Taken by Storm. 


Soldiers Scatter Flowers in Honor 
of the Unknown Dead. 


President William M. Butler of the State 
Senate was the orator of Dahlgren Post No. 
2, and he took the veterans of that splen- 
did organization fairly by storm by his 
eloquent and thrilling address. The post 
had a banquet at the United States Hotel 
after its decoration of the graves of its vet- 
eran dead, and the large dining hall in that 
building was filled with members of the 
post and the Sons of Veterans. 

Commander Clerke presided, and in open- 
ing the exercises thanked the comrades for 
the successful issue of the work of the day. 
Then he presented President Butler, who 
spoke slowly and with great impressiveness 
of “The Patriotism of Peace.’’ The audi- 
ence was intensely interested in the ora- 
tion, and from the first to the last during 
the delivery there was hardly a sound 
heard. , Everybody listened to every word, 
and applauded rapturously many of the sen- 
timents expressed. Then when he finished 
there was a tremendous outburst of ap- 
plause, which fairly shook the room, and 
was long continued. It was a véry happy 
effort. \ 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Butler 
strongly indorsed the Veterans’ Preference 
bill as a measure which only gave the vet- 
erans their just rights, and would in no 
wise injure the civil service. It was. not 
too much for the veterans in view of what 
he had done. 

: President Butlers Speech. 

Mr. Butler’s oration was as follows: 

Today we have performed our duty of 
reverence and remembrance to those who 
have evidenced their love of country by 
sacrifice and devotion to its cause. Today 
our memory has been crowded with 
thoughts of the past, its strife and war. 
We have seen the picture of sad partings, 
hurried marches to the front, deadly bat- 
tle, the wounded, the dead, the return, 
with all its intensity of thankfulness and 
rejoicing. We have looked upon the. vet- 
eran with the empty sleeve, and the scar 
of battle still upon him. We think of those 
who went with hearts light and brave into 
the thickest of the strife, never to return., 
Our, hearts are full of sympathy and ten- 
derness for those to whom the war marked 
only the beginning of sorrow; the bereft 
and lonely, left to struggle through life’s 
unequal lot without the manly courage and 
the strong right arm of husband and 
father. : 

Hach Memorial Day brings the _ pict- 
ure back again and kindles anew the fires 
of patriotism. It brings to mind again 
and again our nation’s debt of gratitude 
to those of her sons who left the plow, 
the factory, the school, the office, and went 
to the front to join the forees of the Union. 
In these times of peace there seems to 
have come upon us: in some quarters a 
disposition to analyze and. criticise the 
ives which actuated the enlistment 
our men.

Startling Contrast in Work of 
Rivals at All Points. 


Princeton annihilated Harvard on Holmes 
Field yesterday afternoon before a large 
crowd of Harvard supporters. The day was 
perfect for base ball, and everything ought 
to have favored Harvard. The score, 14-to 
2, clearly shows that Harvard was wholly 
outclassed, and if Princeton can beat her, 
then Harvard will certainly have no show 
with Yale. Not only were the Crimsons 
whipped but the defeat was rubbed in, and 
certainly humiliating. Not for a moment 
did Harvard prove equal to the Tigers. 
They outbatted her, fielded better, and 
played with greater snap and life through- 
out the game. Even if the umpire could 
not decide fairly the critical points on bases, 
he certainly did not favor Princeton any 
more than he did Harvard in these cases 
of poor judgment. The Harvard team was, 
to be sure, crippled by the loss of Capt. 
Whittemore,. who, at the beginning of the 
game, sprained his ankle, and did not play 
after the second inning. But young Mc- 
Vey, who took his place, was an able sub- 
stitute, and the captaincy in the hands of 
“Bob” Wrenn rested well. 

The defeat of the Harvard team was due 
to the same old causes, weak hitting and 
loose work in the field. At times-the Har- 
vard men played like children, and at one 
time Paine was completely rattled, so 
that, when a ball was hit to him and he 
had an excellent chance for a double, he 
could hot get either man. This was a 
sample of the Harvard playing throughout 
the game. 

On. the other hand Prineeton was on the 
alert every moment. The Tigers did not 
let a chance slip by. Every error of Har- 
vard was as good as‘a rum to them, and 


sometimes it meant more. They played 
clever ball throughout. Highlands was 
knocked out of the box. Any one would 
have had that impression, had he Seen

Larger—Market About Steady—Firm 
Reports From the West—Receipts 
and Sales. 

The wooi market has shown no improve- 
ment here either in demand or price. Gen- 
erally speaking the trading has been dull 
and confined to small lots, but a few large 
lines have been disposed of and these help 
to swell the total transactions of the week, 
which amount to 2,368,000 pounds of all 
kinds. 

The receipts are on the increase. The 
amount of new wool received here has been 
large and include supplies from the Ter- 
ritories, California, Texas, etc. 

There.is no let-up in the strength shown 
in Western markets. Prices at all points 
are on a higher basis than here or at any 
of the seaboard markets. The new wool 
that has been received here is impossible of 
sale in most instances at prices that would 
pay a profit on the cost in the interior. 

Notwithstanding this there has been large 
buying in the West this season on Hastern 
account, ; 

Nearly all of the large and representa- 
tive houses here have been operating, 
showing that there must be some con- 
fidence in the future. 

As yet the 

Prospect for Improvement 
is admittedly small. The goods market is 
far from active and there is still con- 
siderable woolen machinery idle because 
of strikes. The importations of foreign 
goods also have been large and are a dis- 
turbing factor to say the least. 

At the same time it would be strange if, 
with all other kinds of merchandise im- 
proving, wuol should be the only article 
that stood still. 

It is the hope that the general revival in 
the industries of the country, which has 
already started, may extend to the wool 


and woolen industries that has caused the 
firmness and confidence that has been re- 
ported from the West ever since the new 
clip began to move. 

That there has been a little better feeling 
on the market within the past week or two 
is quite evident, but it will probably be 
some time yet before this feeling will de- 
velop into an upward movement of prices. 
There is too much wool offering from the 
West and from foreign markets to enable 
prices here to make any very radical 
change for the present. 

The receipts for the week have been 12,417 
bales domestic and 7457 bales foreign, 
against 8919 bales domestic and —— bales 
foreign for the corresponding week last 
year.

“ DRAMA OF TURMOIL” 


Niemorial Day Address at ‘Newport, 
N. H., by George E. Belknap, Rear 


Admiral United States Navy. 

What memories the observances of this 

day evoke! Memories sad, distressing, 
tragic; memories proud, thrilling, exultant! 
Today, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and the region of the great lakes, the vast 
prairies of the great basin of the continent, 
and in many points at our beautiful South- 
land, which suffered the untold bitterness 
of defeat a generation ago, the great tribute 
to the deeds and the sacrifices of the heroic 
dead is paid by loving hands and reverent 
hearts. And, as, the morning sun, . with 
jocund steps, climbs to its zenith and then, 
from our point of observation, sinks slowly 
toward the Western horizon amidst the 
chastened splendors of the evening, the 
men of the western sea, receiving its cir- 
cling light, take up the sweet ceremonies 
of commemoration and do homage to the 
shades of your dead comrades of deck and 
field, whose fate it has been, since dropping 
the sword and musket of grim-visaged 
war, to die in a foreign Jand and to mingle 
their dust with foreign soil; for, at Hono- 
lulu, ‘the capital of the Hawaiian Republic, 
the day is observed and honored with as 
much fervor of patriotism and soulfulness 
of purpose as is the case in any part of our 
broad land, 
; No grander work or’ more heroic deeds 
illuminate the annals of any nation or em- 
blazon the historic pages of any land than 
the work, the valor and the achievement 
of the men whose graves have received in 
every part of this fair land the sweet 
tribute of flowers today; a tribute that 
glorifies the unspeakable gift of their life's 
blood at the shrine of patriotism. 

The duties and_ the responsibilities of the 
President, the Cabinet and of Congress; 
the work of the office and forum, the shop, 
the farm and the mill; the shipyard, the 
foundry and the arsenal, were as vital to 
the salvation of the Union as the work 
of the sword and musket, the gun and the 
ironclad.

The Senate Sustnims the Molyoke Police 
Bill Veto After a Spicy Debate. 

The Holyoke Police bill was taken up in 
the Senate Friday, the question being on 
passing the same over the veto of the Goy- 
ernor. 


Dar. ‘Whitcomb’s Speech. 


Mr. Whitcomb of Hampden urged .the 
passage of the bill.. “If the veto is sus- 
tained,” he said, “it will have a decidedly 
demoralizing effect on the city of Holyoke. 
It will be impossible to elect a Republican 
Mayor there next year, and my seat in this 
chamber will be filled by a Democrat next 
This is talking politically, but there 
will also be a moral demoralization as 
well.’ The Senator denied that the bill 
would unwarrantably ‘interfere with local 
self-government. Local interference is 
something but little understood, he said. 
The administration of the State’s laws -is 
not a local concern.’ 

He did not think the Governor’s reasoning 
as sound as it might be. He failed to see 
any difference in the cases that would war- 
rant the signing of the Fall River, the 
Lowell or even:the Boston Police bills and 
the veto of the Holyoke bill. : 

“The Governor remarks that in the ap- 

| pointment of the Commissioners under the 
bill he would have to take information at 
second hand as to the ability of candidates,” 
he said, ‘but the President of the United 
States does not seem to have much difficulty 
in the appointment of officers to administer 
the laws of the country.

Harling Sustains Governor. 

Mr. Darling of Norfolk stood by the veto,

executive chamber and showing the Repub- 
lican party the way to go. I object to this 
bill because it gives to the city of Holyoke 
something that other cities do not have.’’

“We must stop this continual encroach- 
ment on police:\control of a locality except 
in those places where the law cannot or 
will not be enforced.

Senate Adopts Resolutions on the 
Death of Gen. Cogswell. 


The Senate Friday referred to the next 
General Court the bill for a ferry over 
the Acushnet River between Fairhayen and 
New Bedford: The House reconsidered the 
adoption of an order’ of prorogation for 
Saturday night, and adjourned until Mon- 
day. The Senate passed over the veto of 
the Governor the bill to increase the salary 
of the Clerk of the Brockton Police Court.

FERRY BILL REFERRED. 


New Eecdford Measure Sent Over to the 
Next Session of General Court. 

The Senate friday voted to refer the 
Fairhaven Ferry bill to the next General 
Court. When it came up President Butler 
took the floor to urge its passage. He re- 
viewed the history of the legislation passed 
by the Legislature of last year. The man- 
date was issued then, he said, and it was 
imperative. It fixed forever upon this pow- 
erful corporation the obligation to operate 
and maintain that ferry. I feel for myself 
as well as for my people the persistent an- 
tagonism of the corporation. . 

He said further that the railroad had not 
proceeded in good faith. It had gone to the 
Railroad Commissioners, taking advantage 
of a provision of the law passed last year, 
seeking an extension of its exemption. To 
the surprise of all good lawyers the Com- 
missioners had given the road till Feb. 1. 
‘What is wanted now,’’ he continued, ‘is to 
take the matter entirely out of the juris- 
diction of the Railroad Commissioners, that 
the will of the people may no longer be 
defied.”’ 

Mr. Atwood of Plymouth said that he 


recognized his handicap in opposing a 
measure which the President had seen fit to 
advocate.

SAYS TWO BOARDS. 


Whe House Kills the Bill to Abolish the 
Common Council, 

The bill to abolish the Common Council 
of Boston was rejected in the House Friday. 
When it came up Mr. Geary of Boston said 
he was not in favor of abolishing the Com- 
mon Council, put neither was he afraid to 
trust the people of Boston, who are to he 


allowed to vote on the subject. In passing 
this: bill the Republican party is_ simply 
throwing a sop to the Municipal League. 
Mr. Geary attacked the Republicans for the 
acts of, the party in the city of Boston mat- 
ters. 

Mr. Young of Springfield asked Mr. Geary

Mr. Lowell of Boston believed in abolish- 
ing the Council because, he said, it accom- 
plishes no useful purpose, and he quoted 
from some of the debates in that body to 
prove that the Council seldom has before it 
any serious matter of business. :
